the Book of Common Prayer at that time ſer forth; 
Becauſe the Maſſe, and the reſt of the Latine Ser- 
vice being removed, the Publique Worſhip was 


celebrated in our own Tongue; many of the 


Common people alſo received benefit by hear - 
ing the Scriptures read in their own Language, 


which formerly were unto them as a Book that is |

ſouls, in a time of ſuch ſcareity of faithful Paſtots) 
and ſpoiled of their livelihood, to the undoing of 
them and their families, Prelates and their Faction 
have laboured to raiſe the eſtimation of it to ſuch an 
height, as if there were no other Worſhip, or way 
of worſhip of God amongſt us, but onely the Service ' 
Booke 3 to the great bindrance of the Preaching of
